The city marshal is actively carry-
ing out the order recently made by
the eity couneil compelling the closing
up of houses of ill-fame on Tenth
streot. The resolntion introduced by
Coungilman Dallons ealls for the en-
forcement of “*'Chapier Sixteen,"” with
atrict adherence to the intent of the
law therein contained in regard to
‘digorderly heuses,” The substance
of this chapter was published in Tax

B,

Notices have been served on all the
frail ones residing in the limits desig-
nated by the resolution, which are
Eleventh and Twellth streets between
Dovglas and Davenport, to vaca.e
their premises at once, and the notice
was sccompanied with the informa-
tion that the refusal to move would be
linble to result in their arrest. A
number of the women have already
moved away and the rest are prepar-
ing to follow, The landlady of the
biggest house of the Lkind on 12th
street hns  discharged her girls and
closed up, There are two other
houses of the better classin the dis-
trict named, and what action they wil
take is unknown.

The city officials do not rogard this
action ns & wise course to puraue, and
say that in the event of the women re-
fusing to go and their arrest therefor,
it is uncertain what they could do. As
it was the payment of the monthly fine
was voluntary, and if they will not
plead guilty to the charge of prostitu-
tion, it would be a difficult matter to
prove the thing on them, except by
circumstantial evidence

Another difliculty comes up in the
fact that they will now be scattered
in all parts of the city and be an eye-
sore to many, while by confining their
presence to one locality this would be
avoided. The women are now rent-
ing rooms in different puits of the
city, and say they will
up in the ‘‘dress wmaking”
business, the old dodge. Others are
migrating to the vicinity of the road
house, and a city official said to a re-
porter that if they should rendezvous
in that quarter, it would he the old
story of fifteen years ago, when
& robbery or murder was of
almosat daily ocourrence. Thocity at-
torney has been consulted as to what
can be done with those who refuse
and who lave paid their monthly
fine, and ia looking up the law on the
subject, Council Blufl's may reap the
benefit of the raid yet.
